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JmiN Wii>on Ckokkr. — This distinguished au- 
thor arid reviewer died in London, on the 11th of 
August, at the advanced age of seventy-seven. He 
was a voluminous writer, and has produced much 
that will live long after him. Aside fronAhis labors 
;is an editor and reviewer, which were manifold and 
valuable, his works consist chiefly of letters, pamph- 
.•>. e*-;;y«. &c. with which few readers on this 
j^pde of the Atlantic are familiar. Their topics, in- 
deed, were comparatively local. He is best known 
in this country by his annotated edition of Boswell's 
Johnson, and his articles in the Quarterly Review, 
which he founded, in 1809, in connection with Scott 
Mi Canning. The former— notwithstanding Ma- 
caulay's tmatt judgment that its merits were on a 
par with those of a certain leg of mutton on which 
Dr. Johnson dined, on his way from London to 
Oxford, and which the old bear pronounced to be 
M as bad as bad could be; ill-fed, ill-killed, ill-kept, 
and ill-crossed," — is still a work of great interest 
■ind value. The Quarterly Review, it is well known, 
has always ranked among the very ablest of the 
British periodicals. 

Mr. Crcker sat in Parliament for a full quarter of 
■ lentury. and for tweuty-cne years of the peiiod 
held the office of Secretary to the Admiralty. His 
tntelligtnce, force, and acuteness rendered him 
very effective in Parliament, and twenty-five y&tn 
ago his prospects for a brilliant public career were 
excellent. On the passing of the reform bill, how- 
ever, he declared, in a fit of party spleen, that he 
would " never sit in a reformed House of Com- 
mons," and at once closed his political life. He was 
undoubtedly one of the most inveterate and unmiti- 
gated Tories that ever lived. Of violent and bitter 
prejudices, political and personal, and not. it is 6aid, 
excessively scrupulous in either relation, he en. 
joyed perhaps a less degree of respect and favor 
than almost any Englsshmaa of his calibre in our

genius of Bayard Taylor is running to the surface. 
He is becoming a mere literal chronicler of outward

ire as arid and superficial as the soil over which he 
trod. Instead of al»ounding in beautiful suggestions, 
and sparkling with the dews of poetry, as his letters 
once did, they are as parched and crisp as a pasture 
field in a severe drouth He has lost his subjectivity. 
His inner life seems to have been drunken up by the 
consuming blaze of novelty. He has traveled too 
much for his own good. Let him marry that German 
love of his. and live for a while. He greatly needs 
the culture of life's trials.

To the Market Masters, license Inspector, Cluef if 

Police, and to all ichoin it may concern: 

It is proper, for the general information of the 
I«ople in and out of market, as well as for a guide 
to the duty of officers, and to secure the rights of 
dealers in market, to declare that hucksters are not 
only not allowed in, but are actually forbidden from 
the markets, both by the charter and ordinances of 
the city. It is true tliat bv Art. 0 hucksters mav 
l>e licensed as follows: 

Sec. 3. Said Council shall have power to license 
and tax, and to provide, bv ordinance, for licensin-' 
and taxing — 3 

First. Any retail grocer, confectioner, victualer, 
hawker, huckster, peddler, or other retailer of any 
goods, wares, merchandize, provisions, or other ar- 
ticles, not selling mah, spirituous, vinous, or fer- 
mented liquors, at not more than one hundred dol- 
lars each. 

thmm\ An v other merchant, dealer, or trader in 
coal, wood, lumber, clothing, drugs, medicines, 
goods, wares, merchandise, or provisions at not 
more than one hundred and fifty dollars each. And 
said Council shall have power," by ordinances with 
adequate penalties, to enforce the taking the licen- 
ses authorised" to be granted bv this Charter; but 
the goods and other articles in trade, of the person* 
procuring such license, shall not, in the i 



l>e subject to the ad 
thorised. 

It is clear that the charter constitutes them retail 
dealers, and puts them on the footing of retail gro- 
cer* and others not selling marketing; and on the 
IMMM of merchants selling goods, wares, merchan- 
dise, &.c, who may be licensed at $100: and, if com- 
piled to take a license as merchant retailers, they 
are exempt from ad valorem for the same vear. To 
effectuate this section, the onlv clause of the char- 
ter in which hucksters are mentioned, the General 
Council copied part of the first of this third section, 
and graded the price of a license for the persons nam- 
ed in it without any distinction whatever of huck- 
sters from the rest, and it has Ijeen in contravention 
of the charter and this ordinance that hucksters and 
retail dry goods people have foisted themselves in 
the markets of the citv. The ordinance is as fol- 
lows: , 

An ordinance prescribing the price of license to re- 
tail grocers, confectioners, victualers, hawkers, 
hucksters, peddlers, or other retailers of goods, 
wares, merchandise, pmvi-ions, or other articles, 
not MMMJ malt, spirituous, vinous, or fermented 
liquors by retad, or engaged in selling exclusively 
articles manufactured by themselves. 
Be it ordained by the General Council of the City of 
Lowsrille, That the persons named in the title to 
this ordinance shall be divided into eight classes; 
and the price of a license for the first class shall be 
?}80; of the second class ibo; of the third class $50; 
of the fourth class $30; of the fifth diss $20; of 
the sixth class $15; of the seventh class $10; of the 
eighth class $5; and any person who shall do or 
carry on any business within the city of Louisville 
by this ordinance licensed without having first pro- 
cured a license therefor >hall be fined in a sum not 
less than $10 nor more than $20 for each dav thev 
shall carry on business without license.

Persons doing business in the markets are not li- 
censed persons; the stalls in the markets are rented 
to resident butchers, and places are allowed to coun- 
try people supplying the market with vegetables 
and other things from the country. No license can 
qualify the townspeople for doing business in the 
market-bouses or the spaces thereof. Great injus- 
tice is done by small dealers in the markets, called 
hucksters, hawkers, and peddlers, by whom articles 
of marketing are enhanced in price upon those who 
relv upon the markets for supplies of dailv food. 
Public attention is turned to this evil, and law, pro- 
priety, and necessity are imperative that the prac- 
tice shall forthwith cease. 

The power to establish markets in the city and to 
regulate them is given in the 0'th article, i5th sec- 
tion of the charter, and the power to punish fore- 
stalling, regrating, and engrossing within the city 
limits is iriven by the 16th section of that article. 
The Genera] Council has by 
power of the 16th section as follows: 
No. 275. 

An ordinance as to fo 
engrossing. 

Forestalling is the buying or offering to buy any 
article of marketing coming to market. 

Uegrating is the buving any article of marketing, 
with a view to its being re-sold in market, or the 
selling of any such article bought in a market of 
the city or on its way to market. 

Engrossing is the buying or otherwise getting the 
control of quantities of marketing, with a view to en- 
hance the price thereof in the market; and any 
person who shall forestall, regrate, or engross anv 
article of marketing in this city, or to be concerned 1 
therein as buyer or seller, or interested in such pur- 
chase or sale, shall be fined not less than five nor 
more than twenty dollars; and ordinance No. 1*1 be 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

This ordinance cuts up all peculation in or about 
the markets of every kind ana nullifies the idea that 
auy license, real or pretended, can fasten any hpek- 
ster or other retail dealer, or city resident, upon the 
market. And I hereby give in charge to the Mark- 
et masters. License Inspector, and Chief of Police 
the execution of this ordinance and suppression of 
huckstering in market as obnoxious to it. Huck- 
sters in fact and in law, as to the markets and mar- 
ketable articles, are forestalled, regraters, and en- 
grossers, and must be dealt with as such.

(af-We copy an article from the London News in 
regard to the difficulty existing between Spain and 
Mexico. It makes no allusion whatever to the 
■clergy of Mexico. Mho have played no unimportant 
part in this matter to avenge themselves on 
Comonfort. A letter from Washington says :— 
"The last news from Madrid is not favorable to a 
settlement of the difficulties between Spain and Mex- 
ico. But it is hardly possible that the dispute can 
proceed to the length of a war. Spain is in no con- 
dition to attack Mexico, and if she were, could not 
bope to reconquer the country. She could wage hos- 
tilities in no other way than by an invasion, and it is 
a fact which no Spanish Statesman can overlook, that 
the occupation of any part of the soil of Mexico by 
a Spanish army, would be the signal of active inter- 
firtnce by the United States. The latest intelligence 
from Mexico clearly shows that government and 
people both look with confidence to this country for 
aid even in anticipation of hostilities, and they are 
•willing to assign to this Republic important privi- 
lege?, and even a further tlice of natioual territory, 
for a present supply of cash. I continue of the 
opinion that this disagreement will be settled at 
Rome, and will result in restoring to the clergy some 
portion of the privileges of which they have been 
deprived by the firmness and energy of Comonfort." 

Important Expedition. — Fsploratlon of the 
Colorado River. — On the oth inst., Lieut. J. C. Ives, 
under orders from the Sec re tan* of War, will leave 
New York for San Francisco, to make preparation* at 
the latter place for an exploring expedition up the 
Colorado river. Lieut. Ives takes with him a small 
steamer, to be employed in making hydrographic 
surveys. A party of some forty or fifty men will be 
enlisted in California. 

This is one of the most important movements for 
some time undertaken by the government. Little 
or nothing is known of the Colorado, of its fitness 
for navigation, or the country through which it runs, 
although it is the second river in 'size west of the 
Rocky Mountains.

It is estimated that the outside loss the 
company will sustain in consequence of the failure 
will lie £25,000. The experiment, as an experiment, 
has given general satisfaction. It is fully expected 
that at least one-half of the 335 miles now in the 
Atlantic will lie recovered. All that is within 400 
fathoms will be got up, but that part in deep sea at 
1,700 fathoms will, in all probability, not be recov- 
ered, as it is considered that the strain put on by 
the friction of the wuter will be greater than the 
cable in the deep sea could bear. This cable will, 
it is understood, be forthwith hauled up. 

[From the London News, Aug. U.] 
Causes and Incidents of the Failure— Sanguine 
J/ojtes.— The first attempt to connect the New World 
with the Old by means of the Submarine Telegraph 
has proved a failure. In this result there is much 
cause for immediate regret — none for permanent dis- 
couragement. The Atlantic will not be annihilated 
this year, but the success of the great experiment is 
only postponed for a season. Our readers will re- 
member the elaborate accounts with which we have 
from time to time presented them, of the manufac- 
ture and stowage of the 2,500 mile- of cable destin- 
ed to stretch from shore to shore along the liottom of 
the Atlanti; main. They will not have forgotten 
the report of that characteristic meeting at Valentta 
under the genial presidency of Lord Carlisle, when 
even* topic of allusion and amplification that could 
possibly be pressed into the service was lavishly de- 
voted to the purpose of speeding the great enterprise 
on its way with appropriate rhetorical embellish- 
ments. The original plan of laying down the cable 
bad been that the Agamemnon and Niagara, each 
with half the length of cable on board, should pro- 
ceed to an agreed point in the mid-Atlantic, effect a 
junction between the two detached portions of the 
line, and thence steam in opposite directions, east- 
ward to Ireland and westward to Newfoundland. 
This plan was abandoned; and it was determined 
that the entire length of the vast coil should be 
spread along the ocean bottom from west to east in 
oae continuous operation. 

From Yalentia harbor the great ships set forth, 
the American frigate Niagara having the task a - 
signed b«»r of "paying out' the first portion of the 
cable. She was waited on through the ocean by the 
Susquehannah; the famous Agamemnon, her part- 
ner in the great enterprise, was attended in like 
manner by the Cyclops and trie Leopard. The fir t 
start was an unlucky one. A fracture took place at 
the distance of less than four miles from the Irish 
shore. The damage thus occasioned was speedily 
repaired, and the five vessels again on Saturday, the 
8th of August, steamed out into the Atlantic." Till 
the Monday following all went on prosperously. 
The weather was favorable, the machinery worked 
admirably, a depth of 2,000 fathoms had be'en reach- 
ed, and some 300 miles of distance. The telegraph- 
ic communications with Yalentia were kept up with- 
out interruption. On Mondaj' evening a heavy 
swell set in. and a powerful under-current was ex- 
perienced. This increased through the night of 
Monday and the early morning of Tuesday. At 
about 3) .1 o'clock on Tuesday morning it was found 
that though the vessel was only making some three 
or four knots an hour, the cable was paying out live, 
six, and sometimes even seven knots. 

At this rate it Mas obvious that the quantity of 
Mire on board Mould lie exhausted l>efore the New- 
foundland shore was reached. It became necessary 
to tighten the strain on the cable, and this Mas ac- 
cordingly done till the pressure reached 3,000 pounds. 
This M*as at 3% o'clock on Tuesday morning. There 
was a heavy swell running at the oiomcnt that the 
full increased power was thus put on the break; the 
stern of the Niagara Mas low down in the trough of 
the sea. As she rose on the back of the waves the 
extm strain thus occasioned was more than the 
strength of the cable could bear. It gave May under 
the pressure, and, parting at some distance from the 
ship's stern, it sank down like lead through the 
mighty M aters on that portion of the telegraphic pla- 
teau between Ireland and Newfoundland where the 
Atlantic reaches its maximum depth of not less 
than 2.000 fathoms. At the time of the severance 
the Niagara had made from 260 to 280 miles in a di- 
rect course from Yalentia harbor, and the length of 
the cable that had been let go was about 380 miles. 

It is remarkable enough that a somewhat similar 
failure has hitherto attended almost all these >••!>- 
marine enterprises in the first instance. The provi- 
sions of science are extraordinary, but they cannot 
quite dispense with the teachings of experience. 
The general opinion amongst those most qualified to 
form a judgment appears to be, that we have learned 
enough in this first essay to render the success of the 
next attempt morally certain. Two important points 
have been decisively set at rest by M-hat hasylrea iv 
been achieved. The unparalleled length of the ca- 
ble, and the vast depth to which it Mas sur.k. have 
presented no obstacles to its telegraphic working; 
until the final disaster occurred, messages M ere dash- 
ed with the most perfect success along 2,500 miles 
length of M-ire. a -ortionof which M-as submerged to 
the depth oi very nearly two miles in the ocean. 
Another 'mint relates to the rate at which the cable 
can be paid out. It has been conclusively proved 
that there is no obstacle to laying it down at the 
rate of five miles j>er hour, in "the greatest depth of j 
water that exists, on the proposed line of submcr- i 
sion, between Ireland and Newfoundland. 

The principal defect appears to be in the " pay ing 
•Ot gear," the machinery bv which the cable is ! 
delivered from the ship's deck into the ocean. 
Another difficulty to be overcome in t inking a cable 
of such length to a depth so great — a difficultv

The accounts Me are receiving of the torture of the 
European ladies by the mutineers are heart rendin".

One of these wretches had part of a lady's dress 
fjr his Kummerbund — he had seized a la'dy from 
Delhi, stripped her, violated, and then murdered 
her in the most cruel manner, first cutting off her 
breasts. He said he M as sorry he had not an oppor- 
tunity of doing more than he had done. Another 
lady who hid herself under a bridge, was treated in 
the same manner, then hacked to pieces, and her 
mangled remains thrown out on the plain. We 
found a pair of boots, evidently those of a girl six 
or seven yeaia of age, with the feet in them. They 
had been cutoff just above the ankle. We hung 
many other villains and burned the villages as M-e 
came along. A man who witnessed the last massa- 
cre in Delhi, who had gone there as a spv, gives a 
horrid account of it, stating that little children were 
thrown up in the air and caught on the points of 
bayonets, or cut at as they M ere falling M ith tulwars. 

Another adds: "As soon as the mutineers entered 
Delhi a great many Englishmen and Englishwomen 
and children escaped, but numbers could not, do eo, 
and those who did not escape were subjected to out- 
rage worse than death. The daughter of an Eng- 
lish clergyman was driven through the streets of 
Delhi naked, then subjected to unspeakable ou rages 
by an infuriated soldiery, and afterward cut to pieces 
Mith swords. An English ladv in the same citv 
was suspended bv the feet naked and hacked to 
pieces. 

***** 

"In Delhi six European ladies had taken refuge 
in a room; one of them, very young and beautiful, 
concealed herself under a sofa." The other five were 
subjected to outrage bv the mutinous soldierv. and 
tbeu Iieheaded. The blood trickled under the sofa, 
and the young female concealed there betrayed her- 
self by uttering a shriek. She was seized and taken 
to the harem of the King of Delhi.

Death or Mr.s. Catharine Van* Rknsshi.ai r 
Cochran.— The death of this venerable ladv is an- 
nounced in our paper to-day. She died last evening. 
Although from her advanced age and impaired 
strength it Mas known her years could not be much 
longer protracted, her decease is the occasion of gen- 
eral and sympathising interest. She was amoi.g the 
oldest of our inhabitants in years, and among the 
oldest of the residents of out city. .She Mas born 
at Albany on the 20th February, 17«1, the daughter 
of Major General Schuyler, tli- t 'reat revolutionarv 
patriot, whose name is eo illustrious in our revolu- 
tionary annals, and for one-half of th- last centurr 
in till the great events M-hich have left their records 
in the history of New York. The infant years of 
Mrs. Cochran's life M ere passed in Albany", and it: 
the period of the revolution she Mas exposed to the 
thrilling incidents of the Mohawk frontier. In 
1701 — we believe at the instance of President Wash- 
ington — General Schuyler passed through the Oneida 
Milderness to Otwego, then still in occupation of a 
Briti.-h garrison. His daughter accompanied him 
and shared in the adventure* of what was then a 
difficult and romantic expedition. 

Her lirst husband Mas Samuel Malcolm, Baa., son 
of General Malcolm, an eminent citizen of New 
York, and a distinguished soldier of the Revolution. 
He died in early life some forty years since at Utica, 
Mhere he, with his family, then resided. Several 
years subsequently, she married our Lite venerable 
townsman, Major James Cochran, son of Dr. Cock- 
ran, the Surgeon-General of the Bevolutionary 
Army, and Mith him and her family settled in this 
place in the year 1825. They cleared the forest for 
the habitation, which, with her family, she has 
continued to occupy to the hour of her death. There 
she has lived for thirty-three years, honored, be- 
loved, and respected by all around her. Honored 
for her noble family connection, made illustrious by 
great deeds in our Colonial and Revolutionary his- 
tory.

The Government re- 
gards this colony as a nucleus whence Spain hopes one day 
to regain dominion in Mexico. The people treat the- > 
Spaniards as the representatives of the old senile party, 
against which the revolution was far more directed than 
aeain-t the Crown of Spain. The n e a ose je B aa of this uc- 
IH.pularity is, that many atrocities and outrages have been 
l>erpetratedk>ii the subjects of t,>n en Isabella resident i-i 
Mexico, and that their i^rpetrator- have ? me unpunished. 
As in duty bound, the Government of Madrid has insisted 
ou redress and punishment for the ii- -iries thus criminally 
inflicted on the persons and property of Spaniards entitled 
t • the protection of the laws in Mtsxico. Bat the Ooveili- 
nient of Mexico, admitting its obligations iu this re.-|K>ct, 
pleads the difficulties of its position, the weakness of its au- 
thority, and the disturbed and revolutionary statu of the 
country; and. attributing these outrages to the bands ofjln- 
dians. with whom Alvarez aud o'her-. halt' political aud 
semi-banditti chiefs, have overrun the State, does not, bj 
fact, punish the offenders or protect the Spaniards. 

The Spauish Government, not undesirous on its part of 
having a quarrel aith Mexico, insist- on the Covemuieu' 
of that Republic fulfilling Its diBtiea te Spaniards in a far 
more rigid manner than it is itself able to repress aud pun- 
ish crime in Spain, and choose to regard the weakness 01 
Mexico as a mere excuse.

Our commerce w:th Mexico is small and declining, but 
such as it remains j t must b- 1 proVcted: and any disturb- 
ance of tranquillity iu Mexico would be immediately felt by 
the long defrauded and heavily dui>ed bondholders of that 
. republic. While, therefore, it must be admitted that Spain 
has a right to procure redr, ss from Mexico, we are well en- 
titled to inquire into the motives and objects of any war 
1 that may be declared. If it be waged fordomestie r-"ason», 
to preserve a detestable state of things at home a little 
longer— if it has for its object the reacquisition of S|«ni-Si 
authority in Mexico— it is a war that England is bound, iu 
the interests of the world, at once to forbid. And any war 
waged bv Spain on a large scale against Mexico must, under 
the circumstance* stated, and aftertho mediation of France 
and England has been o tie red, partake of that dangerou- 
character. It is an enterprise which must be discouraged 
1 to the greatest possible extent, and il absolutely neceaaary 
1 it ought to be arrested. 

The difficulty of making reprisals on a State whirh has 
; ouly one Atlantic port of aay eaaastgaeaee, and n« ship- 
ping, and of obtaining redress in ;hat way is no doubt verv
